LEXINGTON’S AUTUMN MEETING OVER. 



Good Attendance. Lively Wagering and Excellent 
Racing Mark the Last Day. 



la'Xiugtou. Ky.. S«‘ptember 20. — The Kentucky As- 
siM-iatiim’s fall meeting of seven da.vs closed this 
aftermsin with a loss to the track owners of .iIhuii 
$4. .5011. 'I'lie expen.ses of the meeting, ineinding Hie 
miiiiey distributed in purses, was aliout SlO.OtMt. The 
total receipts were u|i|iroximately $11.;5(J0. 'I'lie 
total aiiuiinit of money wavered during the meeting 
was $114.!*10. of which $70.4(K> was through tlie 
uiUtiH*ls and !S.‘!,8..51o through the auctions, 'fhe as- 
so<-iatioii's eommissiiin on this was $5.74.5..50. The 
gale and iirivileges liniught in aliout SIi.SlKl. From 
a racing stundiiiiint the meeting was an excellent 
line and the weather Hirouglnmt was iicrfect. The 
track was at its best and time made above the 
average. Tin* racing was imeiimmouly clean. There 
was less rongli riding than u.sual. 

Siiirited contests and tlie howling over of the ma- 
jorlt.v of Hie favorit.es marked the racing tiMla.v. 
.Aspirin. Hie elinii*e for the oiieiiing race, was beaten 
a liead li.v Cordova and it was the opinion of the 
majority of Hie horsemen that Walsh clearly oiit- 
riMle Butler. Daiiit.v Dame was a .5 to 2 choice over 
till* belli for the second race and here again Butler 
was censured. He seemed niiahle to avoid iKickets. 
The filly had a rough trip and was not ei|ual to the 
task of overhauling tlie Ineky .Merrick. .Mattie 
Mack, messed aliont in tlie third race, could not get 
ui) early einnigh to lieat out Huerfano, the $HN» 
liiirsi*. which more than won liimself out for Huglies 
BroHiers tliis afiei iiiniii. .Mice Baird, the elioiee for 
tile foiirtli race, was mneh tlie liest and easily de- 
feated Harriet Rowe, wliieli had made Hu* ninniiig 
to Hie siretcli. The iiiei*ting ended witli a head 
tinisli lietweeii the favorite. Carew. and Keiiuewiek. 
This time Bntler outroiie Walsh. 

Presiding Judge I’riee. starter Holtman. minor 
nlficials and the niutnel crews left tonight for Louis- 
ville. Man.v of the liorsenien are shipiiing to the 
Falls (’ity tonight. Others go tomorrow and Mon- 
day. 

Seeretar.v Letelier was not able to leave liis rixmi 
toilay. He is a verv sick man. 

Cliainnan J. P. ('liiiiu of Hie State Racing Com- 
mission was at Hu* track tislay. He made the aii- 
niiinu*enient that he will retiiin to racing activel.v 
Hu* coining winter. He lias forty horses at ids farm 
near Harroilslniig and they will he shipped to Cali- 
fiiniia to join tlie tweiitv that his sun Phil will 
sliip to the coast. Phil Chinn will do the traiuiiig 
ol this liig stable. 

Edward Ciirrigan. returning from Cincinnati last 
niglil. was at tin* truck tills afternoon. He had no 
expression to make concerning the probability of 
racing ill New Orleans the coming winter, other 
than that he exp<*e|ed the matter would be de- 
termined at a meeting to lie held in Cincinnati or 
I,iiiHsville .Monday. If Josepii L. Rhino»*k is well 
emnigli to make the trip to Louisville the meeting 
will be lield tliere. 

Attorne.v Harvey .M.vers of tlie Latonia Jockey 
null spent the afti*riiiiiiii at the track. He could 
niakc no iiositive statement concerning a fall meet- 
ing at Latiiiiiu, imt was inclined to tlic npiiiinn 
tliat the dati*s ulliilled liy the State Racing Comiuis- 
sioii would la* <M*eupied.

•'Just, as an lllnstration of how smart men figure to 
l«'Ht the handbooks and at the same time remain 
away from the race tracks, detracting dall.y so niilcli 
from the support of the courses, let me tell you 
ahoul a business man in Cincinnati. 1 asked iiiin 
why he had not Ixien over to Latoniit. ‘Wllv. Gene.’ 
he said, ‘I would Is* f-adisli to go to the track to 
iM-t in.v money when 1 can get better odds b.v betting 
It in the handixioks here In the city. I am fond 
of sopllig the horses run, hut I forego the plca8iu"e 
h,.-(-au.se I do not have to go there to bet and do not 
have to he put to tiie temptation of getting away 
from iny own si'lectlons and backing the tips that 
are constantly in circulation on the track. Now. 
if I bet mv money at the track. clUier through tlic 
uiutuels or with bookmakers. 1 cut down the odds 
just so much for every dollar I wager. When I bet 
tliat money here in tlie eit.v it has no bearing on the 
odds .at the track, it is lust that much less in the 
ring and coiiseipiently the price I get is just that 
percentage more.’ 

■'Getting hack to the iiroposillon of selling the 
favorite against tlie field In the mntuels. it cannot 
be ealled mi innovation. It is as old as the mntiicl 
iiieth'Ml of betting. It lias been done in every 

countr.v wliere the machines have been in operation 
ami it was done in this country in the old days. 
There is no reall.v sound argument against it. People 
who make a hnsiucss of liettlng nowada.vs are all 
g(H,J mathematicians and tlie.v do not need a pencil 
and paper to figure percentages. They are quick 
to see an opiMirtunitv for increased percentage as 
the lictting progresses and the.v are just as quick 
to take advantage of it. In support of this take 
I lie case of Tuesday. When U.van began bnviiig 
the tickets on tlie field against Miss Sain it wasn’t 
lliirly six-oiuls tiefore half a hundred men liad divined 
his inuposc and there wa.s a rnsli as if the Yale 
eleven were bucking tlie line. Every mother’s son 
of tlicm was after tickets on Miss Sain and got 
tliem as fast as tlie.v could be handed out until the 
mm-liines we-- bx'ketl.

This meeting preceded 
tli<‘ Washington Park meeting, and man.v eastern 
stabl(<s Were on Jiaiul getting read.v for the big 
American Derh.v. Henry Ziegler shipped his great 
three-.vear-<dd Herniis there and along with him 
some liorse.s that he ha<l imrchased ahroaej. tieing 
part of a lot that (Jene Leigh took over. 

"One of the niimher was a bay eolt named Luke 
Ward, b.y I.tike- Blackburn — Mainl AVard. He started 
oil June lit aiKl won at 20 to 1. He won easily 
and .Sam Hildreth’s horse. Gonfalon, was secumi. 
'Tlial’s the iiicident. hut the doings ('ame later when 
tlie discovery was made that I.iiko Ward did not run 
in the race, hut that the hm'se that started was 
New A'ork II. . b.y Sir Modred — Memento. Tiie 
stewards of the Western J<x-ke.y Club thereupon 
mslered the purse returned, and it was given to 
Hildreth. It also peiialize<l the horses, barring 
them from starting again during the year 1902. .Mr. 
Ziegler and his trainer were held blameless in the 
matter, and that closed the incident. 

“The cause of the mixup was the mixing up of 
the tags attached to the horses, either in puttiug 
them on iKiard of the vessel liouiid for America 
or after tlu'.v arrived in New York. Both Luke 
Ward and New York wer«> hay colts, and both three 
.veurs old. and the handlers, who did not know one 
from the other, made the mistake. .Mr. Ziegler 
and his trainer, Hughes, bail no chance of knowing 
anything ahout this and for that reason the error 
was accepted as an miintenlioiiiil one, and the two 
men were exonerated by the turf officials. 

“That it was discovered at all was due to Sam 
Hildreth’s wonderful meiuorv for horses. It seems 
he bill on Luke AVard when lie was sold as a year- 
ling three ve.ars before and. when he saw the horse 
in the padd<x-k. marveled over the wonderful change 
that the eolt had made since he saw him at the 
sali-s. 

‘■-After the race he Ihouglit he might bu.v the nag. 
and just to convince himself as to the change of 
apiiearaiice on the part of Luke AA’ard. he visited 
the Ziegler barn. After looking over the nag he 
dei'Iared that the horse was not Luke Ward, and a 
protest was tiled. It did not take long for the 
otlicial.s to ascertain that such was the case when 
the registration iiapers of the two horses were ex- 
.-imincd. 

"It can h(‘ seen from Ibis that Sam Hildrelh does 
know a hor.se. though it is ehiinied that when he 
luiiil J Marklein a big price for the two-year-old. 
Tom Cogan. at Meniiiliis. he thought he was buying 
one iiaiucd Dr. Walker.”

Inventor Oiler Tells of His Device to Treasurer 
Annlccate of Loui.sville. 



Ixiuisvillo. K.V., September 2ti. — H. O. Apnleprate. 
treasurer of the Louisville Kiiciiis Assoi'iatioii. has 
returned here fnau a frit) to Paris, his mission 
abroad being nersonall.v to interview .Toserdi 
Oiler, the inventor of tlie pari-muf iiel methihi of 
wagering fai rai*es. whieh was revived in America 
by the New Ix)uisville Joekey <Tiib at its ineetii.g 
last sitring at (iiiirehill Downs. A return to the 
French system, after a lapse or many years, aroused 
keen interest, and it has since been the subieet of 
wide lomment ranging from praise to condemnation. 
So conlident are .Messrs, t'harles W. ilrainger, pre.si- 
dent of the New .Louisville Kacing .\ssociation. and 
M. .1. Winn, the general manager anil viee-i>resident 
of that organization, that the methisl will prove the 
salvation of the speculative end of the turf that they 
never have wavered in thidr opinion. Hecause of 
thi.s firm attitude tlie.y assigned .Mr. Applegate to 
pa.v a visit to Oiler in order that he might thor- 
oughly acipialnt himself with every detail of the 
system. 

.\pple"ate experienced no ditlicnlty in lo<-aling 
Oiler In Paris. It is related of the inventor of the 
pari-mutuels tliat he Is one of the most ponular. 
clever and enterprising citizens of the capital. In 
addition to operating a mammoth establishment for 
printing pari-mutuel supplies, he owus and operates 
race courses and is the promoter and manager of 
several theatrical enterprises. At eighty-three Oiler 
is alert and active in business. He is a small man. 
with hair and beard of snow.y whiteness and dark 
bright eyes. 

tiller said to Applegate; ‘H recollect IxiuiB- 
ville, Ky.. liecanse 1 'sent some machines there in 
1SI!7. 1 am glad that the people of .\merica are 

■sl, owing Concern in ray methiHl. It is the onl.v way 
to liet and the history of tiettiug in France shows it. 
Every year the pari-mutuels handle uliout $100,- 
OtXl.OOO. and the public is sati.sfied. When von hear 
some one criticizing the pari-mutuels u.snall.v there 
is a selfish reason for It. I’rior to I.Sti2 the French 
wagered among themselves for the reason that there 
was no public system. Over in England, however, 
the boi>kmaker tlourisheil. I devised a sort of a 
lotter.v plan whereii.v the numbers of the various 
horses in a race were shaken up in a bag. Each 
holder of a ticket in the pixtl drew a card. The 
Iierson who held the numlx-r of the winning horse 
took the pool — -the aggregate of the stake, less ten 
per cent, commission to the pool seller. Since a 
hettor had no option in selecting a horse I realized 
that a system was needed to do awa.v with the 
lotter.v feature and afford the speculator an impor- 
tunity to use his ,1uilgment. Meanwhile the book- 
makers were swarming over from England and were 
getting a foidhold in France. In 1.S72 I introduced 
the pari-mutuels. It was a struggle between the 
mutuels and the liooks until 1S7.">. when the Associ- 
ation of Kacing Soiueties was formed. Itookniaking 
had reached its golden age. Then ensued a reign 
of scandal attributed to the bookmakers. The wave 
of protest resolved itself finally into a storm and the 
accusation came from all sides that the lamkinakers 
were corrupting the turf. Probably such charges 
were In a ma,iorit.v of cases unfounded, nevertheless, 
they grew and had their effect. The ministry united 
with the press and the government suppressed bonk- 
making in LNST. 

"The government, through the famous Ix>i Uiot- 
teau, legalized my machine, which, as the world 
knows, reigns supreme in Franee. And what have 
that variable and elusive quality, moralit.v. the more 
concrete Puritanism and those wiseacres wliose pas- 
sion is to stop gambling, gained'^ Simidy this: 
That from five millions staked .vearly at the Oiler 
machines ’the same public now Invests during the 
same period over 2.'>0.0<)0.000 francs at the govern- 
ment pari-mutuel booths. Truly, a magnificent 
change.’’ 

Oiler telephoned for his nephew and before long 
the gentleman arrived in an automobile and wliisked 
his .\merican guest over the iMvulevards of Paris to 
various race tracks and then to the printing house 
conilucteil b.v M. Oiler and Alexander Oiler, ids 
brother located at Pnteaux. on the banks of the 
tfeine. nearly opiMisite the Isingchamps race course. 
Here millions of pari-mutuel tickets are printed 
and every kind of stationery u.scd in connection with 
tlie system is prepared. Everything is prepared in 
duplieate. so tliat If an .accident occurs in transmis- 
sion another set of tickets is ready for immediate 
dispatcli. In cimecilon with the importance of 
printing tlie licket.s it may be stated that tin? 
.Sis-iete d’Encouragement prints its own tickets for 
lAingcIiamps and t'liantilly. 'I'his printing Iiouse is 
at Itois-ColomiH'S, a suinirli of Paris. One hundred 
men work tliere. Tlie Oilers print the tickets for 
.\uteuil. .Maisons-Lallitte and ,st. Ouen. For eacii 
of tiiese meetings o.OOO.OtKl tickets are used. The 
Oiler printing house is magnificently miuipped ami 
affords emjdoyment to .several hundred "crsons. 

Mr. Applegate made an investigation relating to 
tlie totalizator, which sliows the various amounts 
staked on liorses as the betting progresses. He as- 
.is-rtained tliat in l.Sr,7 oiler had. with M. Leon
